HOPKINS 


Making it Lively for Maintamcrs 


of Nuisances. 


Dr. St. (icorge Hopkins, llie county 


health oilicer, will in a few days inspect 
the dairies, and if the owners of UICHC 
places wish lo escape a heavy line they 
will 'take care to have them in good con- 
dition by that time and keep Ihem so. 


The importance of a pure milk supply 


to a city cannot bo overestimated, and 
the Doctor will see that the dairymen 
do not iindcra-timate il. Typhoid fever 
epidemics have frequently been caused 
by impure milk and rcsullcd in great 
mortality. 


Why the law does not deal with such 


criminal carelessness as it dc-scrvcs is 
something it is dilllcult to understand. 
H is stated that a number of the dairies 
supplying Fresno are in a nasly condi- 
tion, the cows being minted where they 
are kept. Dr. Hopkins will nmke a 
strict investigation oi the dairies com- 
plained of, and insist upon tlieir being 
conducted in a manner that will not en- 
danger public health. He bus a right 
to impose a $1000 tine if his recommend- 
ations are disregarded, and it is said 
there is no appeal from his judgments. 


There is also said to be a diphtheritic 


affection among poultry in this city, and 
tli ut dealers are selling chickens thus 
iiftcr ted. This matter will no doubt re- 
ceive the attention of Dr. llayden, the 
city health oilicer. llsi'minas if our 
food supply required considerable look- 
ing after.

It seems strange to 
tlie people here thutlhese men were not 
arrested at once after the deed was com- 
mitted, the circumstances

with the case being the same then that, 
they were six months later, except the 
rewards not being offered. 


AVe were pleased to see in a paper sent 


us that you have one man, Mr. Lane, 
who out of twelve was brave and honest 
enough to stand alone and declare what 
he believed to be thelrulb, showing that 
the liberty to know, to utter and to ar- 
gue freely according to the dictates of 
conscience he prized above all other 
liberties. 
We hope and pray that the 


jurymen who have our son's weal or 
woe in their hands may be of Mr. Lane's 


their city. It is such men as Mr. Lane 
that keep up the prestige of the place 
that is fortunate enough to call them 
citizens.

There was a meeting at Alex, (iokl- 


slein's ollicc yesterday afternoon of thu 
Ollicers of the Kresno Free Labor IUt- 
reau to listen Lo the report of Secretary 
Wick \\, I'arsoiiH on the work accom- 
plished by that organization. Tlie re- 
port, though conHistirj» of dry figures, 
is interesting enough in itself, but it, be- 
comes doubly so when accompanied by 
some necessary explanation. 


About the beginning of August tlm 


city was invaded by a host of unem- 
ployed workingmcn, attracted hither by 
Lhe report that many laborers would 
soon be needed in our vineyards. 
With 


them, bringing up thu rear, were a 
number of soap-hating and predatory 
tourists, who also cried for work, but 
did not want it. 


The invasion was a surprise to our 


people, who were taken wholly unpre- 
pared. 
Work on Lhe vineyards would 


nol begin for two or three weeks, and 
there was no other employment at 
which Lo put the strangers. 


AVhile the people were considering 


what would he the best method of deal- 
ing with this large floating clement, the 
tramps were wondering very hard what 
would be Lhe best way of taking advan- 
tage of the situation. The latter came 
to a conclusion a little sooner, and sev- 
eral attacks on Chinamen were made al 
their instigation. Very few of the work- 
ingmen participated in" tlie two or three 
raids that took place. The authorities 
speedily stpielched the would-be rioters 
.uul when the ecene of disturbance was 
examined there were 
no 
killed or 


wounded lo cart away. 


Our citixenfi had hy this time matured 


Iheii-plaii. They saw thai the unem- 
ployed would not go until they gut work, 
thui they needed work, and that if al- 
lowed to remain idle and hungry much 
longer there might be trouble. ' H was 
therefore decided lo feed the strangers 
until tbe grape [ilokinj: season opened. 


To systematize Lhe work and to sepa- 


ialt; l!iu uuwjrt.hv iioni tlm wurihv, a 
free labor bureau" was established,* at 
which every unemployed petvon dtssir- 
tng work WHS required Lo register, giv- 
ing his name, ajie, nut.ionulil.y antl occu- 
pation. AH is usual, when such work is 
to be done, there were only a few will- 
ing to interest themselves actively, the 
majority of the people being satisfied 
with digging down inlti their porkrLs. 


The gri'aLi-'!- purl of Hie work, there- 


fore, of looking tint fur the men fell on 
Al«x. Goldstein, chairman of tbe relief 
committee, and Wick IJ. 1'areons, ihe 
secretary. The bureau was established 
in a spacious building, near t.ht; corner 
»f I and 
Merced streets, which had 


been offered for tliat purpose, rent five, 
by Lhe Kulncr-fioltUitcin Company. 


Mr. I'arrions was installed as secre- 


Iju-y, antl had as aMHJutanl O. 10. Wil- 
liams, one of tin; workinumeti. 


The labor tpii'sLit>n wa» iiu Mioui'i- 


treated wiLh im-Lhud than Ihe worthless 
element began in fall uway, and in it 
few tlays none bul dumimiig* laboring 
men could be Keen al llie bureau. The 
work of registering was a heavy one for 
the llrsL few daya, for the men were so 
eager for work Ihal they came upuii 
Hecretary Parsons with an overwhelm- 
ing niuli. However, this lasted but a 
short time, though there was 
still 


plenty lo do in thai line tor a week or 
so more. 


The feeding of this nmltitutlu was 


doni' in a very effectual manner, S«'cre- 
Lary Parsons having personal supervis- 
ion of the cuisine. Conlnhii lions of 
meat, vegetables, groceries and 
fruits 


were made with great liberality liy our 
business men, anil the meals served the 
liungry wnrkingmcn were certainly HU!)- 
staniial enough lo satisfy Ihe most ex- 
ictiuu appetite. Money "A'as also given, 
lint the amount was inconsiderable. In- 
Iced, that is one of the remarkable 
jli'mgfl about the whole matter — thai so 
nnch should have; been accomplished 
with so little money. 


In Lho he^i lining the 
unemployed 


were fetl withouL any equivalent heing 
exacted from them. Like an inspiration 
it occur red lo Lhe cnmmiLLci! thai Lhe 
nen could he iiul, In work cleaning the 
streets uf wcetls ami rubhiali. Tht! sug- 
gestion was made Lo the men, ami they 
seemed only loo glad to do something Lo 
earn tlie food tht-y were gelling. 


The report of Secretary Parsons show* 


that (lit! I'rce labor hiuvau was opened 
ill Au^usL Mtli ami cloned on September 
1st. 
During thai time 100-1 men regis- 


tered, even* one of whom was provided 
with work by Lhe bureau, nearly all of 
tlii'm going nn the vineyards. 


The meals provided hy the him-aii 


number -10!):!. Of these all bul 770 
meals, which were served at the Ala- 
neda restaurant, were free. Al Lhe la- 
nor bureau HS5 meals were given free of 
ill charge, and lUSU meals were given in 
rcLurii for work on the streets. Charles

The number of men at work on the 


streets as reported to the bureau by 
5Lrccl Superintendent Bilhy was as fol- 
lows: August 24lh, lltO men; Ufilh.lOl ; 
20th, 1B4; 28th, 74; 2»lht 51; 30tli, 40; 
ttst, 10; total 640. KacU of them re- 
ceived two meal tickets.

tion of our people in coming lo ibe as- 
sistance of the unemployed as they did 
averted trouble of a serious nature and 
Llie city has received many coinmenda- 
Lions for its way of dealing with ils 
labor question from the state press. The 
unremitting work of Alexander (iold- 
fitein, AV. 15. Tarsons, Colonel Wilkins 
of the Spectator and others deserves the 
greatest praise.
